Treasure of Xerxes 

Huge Hoard of Silver Buried circa 450 BC 


And now, as he looked and saw the whole Hellespont covered with the 
vessels of his fleet and all the shore and every plain about Abydos as full 
as possible of his men, Xerxes congratulated himself upon his good 
fortune; but after a little while he wept. His uncle Artabanus, who was 
with him at the time, asked about this strange expression of contradictory 
feelings. 7 was thinking' Xerxes replied, 'and it came into my mind how 
pitifutiy short human life is...' 

f his^oment in history described by the ancient historian 
^Herd|lrotus was perhaps one of the greatest military 
undertakings in history given the current technology. The 
accounts relate that the great Persian king Xerxes amassed an 
army of 1,700,000 men for his invasion of Greece in 480 BC. 

An entire city was needed to feed the army just two meals, and 
an entire river ran dry when they drank. And, huge quantities 
of silver coins were struck to finance the massive military 
payroll and all the expenses of huge military operations. The 
Hellespont was the waterway, at least a mile wide, connecting 
the Black Sea and the Mediterranean Sea and separating 
Europe from Asia Minor. In order to move his vast army, Xerxes 
commanded his engineers, mostly Phoenecians and Egyptians, 
to build a bridge. To do this, 674 ships were tied together in a 
double row and planks were laid over the decks. The planks 
were covered with brushwood and dirt to create a road. Xerxes 
invaded Greece and very nearly succeeded in conquering the 
civilized world. 

As the Persians moved through northern Greece, they were 
met at the pass of Thermopylae, where 300 Spartans led by 
Leonidas fought to the last man, and successfully delayed the 
Persian advance long enough for the Greek cities to prepare. 
Although Xerxes captured Athens, the Athenians had fled with 
their fleet to the nearby island of Salamis where the Persian 
fleet was defeated by the more experienced Athenian navy. 

The army of the allied Greek city-states, led by Spartans was 
able to defeat the Persian army at Plataea in 479 BC and 
effectively ended Xerxes attempted conquest of Greece. 

Xerxes is long dead, but his observations on the brevity of 
human existence still apply today, even though we average 
more than twice the usual life span of the ancients. By 
collecting, studying and handling the coins of the ancients, our 
human experience can be greatly enhanced. In our hands we 
have relics of great kings who commanded huge armies to 
conquer kingdoms now vanished. These treasures of precious 
metals that are now unearthed from the former paths of these 
ancient armies are sometimes the only tangible links that we 
have to those battles. Now you can expand your horizons to 
the Fifth Century BC with a modest contribution to the 
Jonathan K. Kern Co. 

This hoard of silver was composed of over 100 pounds of 
struck sigloi. A single siglos averages 5.55 grams of nearly pure 
silver and depicts the Great King of Persia as an archer in an 


action pose. Some interpret his posture as the archaic art 
expression of running, and others describe him as 
kneeling. These coins were struck with a heavy sledge 
hammer on very thick oblong planchets, much like silver 
bullets, with a handheld upper die depicting the archer. 
The lower die was probably embedded in wood or stone 
to secure it. The lower, or reverse die of these coins, was 
used in the manner of the very first coins ever produced in 
the world. This lower die was a roughly rectangular raised 
metal lump, appearing in hundreds of mysterious 
variations. The raised reverse die creates an incuse 
impression for the backs of the sigloi. Museum studies now 
in progress utilize the reverse incused impressions for 
quick die referencing, since the obverse impression of the 
Great King is frequently off center. These coins represented 
a huge explosion in the production of coined money, and 
were struck rapidly to fill the need for pre-weighed silver 
authorized by a powerful ruler. 

The Great King is shown holding a spear and a bow on 
the sigloi attributed to the Asia Minor mint of Sardeis, in 
Lydia and a bow and dagger on the other type which are 
possibly all from a different mint further south. Frequently 
they are countermarked with tiny punches by merchants or 
bankers, possibly to attest to the quality of the silver. We 
can sell either type in a nice fine grade for $37 each, a 
nice very fine for $77 each or a nice extremely fine for 
$277 each. The raised obverse always grades much less 
than the incused reverse so our nice fine will usually have 
an extremely fine reverse.

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Legal and Personnel Issues 
Necessitate Confidentiality 


F ormer ANA Executive 
Director Peggy A. Hofmann 
has filed a lawsuit against the 
American Numismatic Association, 
alleging that she was not adequately 
informed of ANA “internal problems” 
prior to accepting the position with 
the Association. The ANA denies 
the allegations presented in her com- 
plaint, and considers the lawsuit to be without merit. 

As ana’s general counsel, I have been asked to speak 
on this situation. The Board is disappointed that Ms. 
Hofmann, an attorney by training, became dismayed 
with the ANA. While the ANA will defend the complaint 
vigorously, I have advised the Board and staff not to offer 
detailed explanations, because legal issues need to remain 
confidential in order to present the most defensible legal 
position for the Association. 

To help members better understand this situation, I 
would like to provide some background. In February, the 
Board of Governors selected Ms. Hofmann from a list of 
more than 200 candidates for the job of ANA executive 
director. She joined the staff on April 16. 

On June 11, Ms. Hofmann indicated to the Associa- 
tion that she did not feel she could continue her employ- 
ment with the ANA and wanted to terminate her em- 
ployment agreement under a provision that allowed 
termination by mutual agreement of the parties. Given 
the indication of her intent to leave employment with the 
ANA, the Board immediately placed Ms. Hofmann on 
administrative leave. Her employment was terminated on 
June 24. 

On July 30, just as the ANA staff and Board were 
preparing to leave for the ANA’s 107th Anniversary 
Convention in Portland, Ms. Hofmann filed her lawsuit 
in El Paso County District Court in Colorado Springs, 
Colorado, where the ANA is headquartered. At press 
time, the ANA had yet to respond to Ms. Hofmann’s 
complaint, but was scheduled to do so by early September. 
During her short time at the ANA, Ms. Hofmann had 


little interaction with the staff. The 
Board of Governors attempted to 
provide her with the freedom to 
learn about the ANA and her job as 
executive director. No members of 
the Board or the staff are aware of 
any efforts to remove her from the 
position. 

In the litigious society in which we 
live, confidentiality with regard to employment issues is 
important. Therefore, I have advised the ANA Board not 
to discuss this matter for a variety of reasons: 

• The ANA was attempting to resolve matters without 
litigation, which required confidentiality. 

• Any issues regarding personnel must be held in 
strict confidence. 

• Discussions that Board members have individually or 
with groups could lead to misinterpretation of information 
and, therefore, dissemination of erroneous information. 

• Discussions by Board members about the issues, if 
they involve information that Board members received 
from their counsel, could be deemed a waiver of the attor- 
ney/client privilege, thus exposing the ANA to disclosure 
of otherwise confidential and privileged communications. 

The ANA strives to conduct open and frank discus- 
sions about the issues that impact it and its membership. 
As general counsel, I will attempt to keep the member- 
ship as informed as possible about legal issues affecting 
the Association. This will be accomplished through the 
pages of The Numismatist and other hobby publications, 
as well as through open discussions at ANA meetings and 
other numismatic gatherings. 

Members having additional questions or comments 
are invited to contact me through the ANA’s executive 
offices. While I cannot always provide information be- 
cause of the sensitive and confidential nature of some 
matters, I will try to be as forthright as possible in re- 
sponding to inquiries. •

Manhattan Project Consumed 
Nickel during World War II 

Mark Benvenuto’s article in the June 
1998 issue (“The War Nickel: Metal 
Saver or Morale Booster?,” p. 634) 
did not touch upon the other, sud- 
den wartime need for nickel — the 
Manhattan Project. The gaseous- 
diffusion plant (code designation K-25) 
used uranium hexafluoride for the 
enrichment process. Only one metal 


could resist its corrosive effects — 
nickel. If all the piping in the plant 
were made of solid nickel, it would 
have required all the nickel mined in 
America and the free world for two 
years. Consequently, only diffusers 
were made of nickel, and pipes were 
plated with a heavy layer of the metal. 

Much of this information came 
from Manhattan Project: The Untold 
Story of the Making of the Atomic Bomb 
by Stephane Groueff (1967). Another 
fascinating item mentioned in the 
book was the use of silver for mag- 
nets. Copper was hard to come by 
during the war, and it was suggested 
that silver be used for conductors in 
electromagnets. Apparendy the Treas- 
ury Department loaned the Army 
47,000 tons of silver for this purpose.

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The SBA Dollar: 
A Retrospective 

On the 20th anniversary of legislation authorizing the 
Susan B. Anthony dollar, the author takes a look at the 
circumstances surrounding its creation. 


f nr ^ WENTY YEARS AGO, on October 10, 1978, President 
I Jimmy Carter signed into law the Susan B. Anthony Dol- 

I lar Act. Under the provisions of this legislation, the 

I United States Mint manufactured small-sized dollars 
■H dated 1979 to 1981. As the supply of Anthony dollars is 
nearly exhausted and the Mint prepares to introduce its replacement in 
1999, this is an appropriate time to reflect on the circumstances that sur- 
rounded its approval. 

The minting of the Susan B. Anthony dollar represented a unique 
combination of economic, political, historical and social influences. Un- 
derstanding these influences provides an awareness of the richness of our 
nation’s numismatic heritage. Studying the economic repercussions of 
the dollar’s production affords an opportunity to observe the dynamics 
of American capitalism in action. Analyzing the politics behind the 
mintage of the coin provides an opportunity to understand the demo- 
cratic process at work. Tracing the history of the Anthony dollar teaches 
valuable lessons about the growth of women’s rights in America. Grap- 
pling with the social issues involved in the coin’s creation exemplifies the 
interplay of majority and minority groups in our country. 

Economic Considerations 

Creation of a smaller dollar coin was primarily an economic deci- 
sion. In 1975 the United States Mint commissioned the Research Trian- 
gle Institute to study coin denominations and alloys, as well as coinage 
system alternatives. The Institute recommended a reduction in the size 
of the dollar coin, suggesting that it fall somewhere between the quarter 
and half dollar. It insisted that a smaller coin would save the government 
millions of dollars and made it clear that the Eisenhower dollar was

A brochure circulated by the 
Treasury Department in 
1979 promoted the new coin 
as the “dollar of the future” 
and listed some of its benefits 
to consumers, as well as retail 
and financial communities. 
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cumbersome and unpopular with the American people. 

In 1976 a study commissioned by the Treasury Department, “A New 
Smaller Dollar Coin: Technical Considerations,” brought the idea of a 
smaller dollar one step closer to reality. At this point, the Treasury 
tested several designs. The following year. Treasury Chief William E. 
Simon issued a “State of Coinage Report,” in which the Treasury De- 
partment advocated the minting of a new “mini dollar” coin, once again 
citing economics as its primary motivation. Federal Reserve Board Gov- 
ernor Philip E. Coldwell championed this claim in testimony before a 
House subcommittee: 

The Federal Reserve spent 48 million dollars for printing new currency in 
fiscal year 1976. Of that 48 million dollars, 28 million dollars was spent to 
print nearly two billion dollar notes. If all these dollar notes were replaced 
by coins, the Federal Reserve would realize savings of 28 million dollars in 
printing costs. 

The Treasury Department estimated that replacing the Eisenhower 
dollar with mini dollars would result in savings of $4.5 million. Even 
greater savings would be achieved by replacing circulating dollar notes 
with the mini-dollar coin. The Treasury Department compared the 15- 
year estimated service life of a dollar coin to the 18-month life span of a 
$1 note. Replacing only 20 percent of the $2.4 billion worth of outstand- 
ing $1 notes with dollar coins would save yet another $4.8 million. Mint 
Director Stella Hackel summed up other advantages: 

Coins are faster and easier to handle. The automatic merchandising indus- 
try will be able to offer a far wider range of products to the American con- 
sumer. It will broaden the scope of the vending machine industry and in- 
crease efficiency of automated coin returns for cashiers. The creation of a 
smaller sized dollar also represents the modernization of currency and coins 
in this country. 

Opposition to the mini coin came from the American Bankers’ Associ- 
ation (ABA). An ABA spokesman hit hard at the lack of definition in 
Administration policy, accusing the government of a “piece-meal 
approach to the nation’s circulating coin and currency system.” The 
bankers believed “there [was] a lack of fundamental market research and 
a master plan for the future of the dollar.” The group also feared that 
the Treasury had no plans to promote the circulation of the new 
mini dollar and felt it was doomed to failure without an adequate public

information campaign. In support of this claim, they cited the failure 
of the $2 bill. 

There are certain long term business interests which must be considered in 
any coinage change. Consumer substitution of dollar coins for dollar bills 
may work well on paper but not necessarily in practice. Fiscal responsibility 
demands that the Mint carry out studies before it changes its coinage. 


Speakers for the National Automatic Merchandising Association 
(NAMA) endorsed the new mini coin. NAMA gave strong testimony, 
stressing its importance for the convenience of millions of consumers 


who inserted close to ten million coins every hour around the clock in vend- 
ing machines in 1976. The proposed coin blanks have been tested by indus- 
try experts at the request of the Bureau of the Mint and were found to be 
satisfactory. According to our studies [,] the lack of public interest in the cur- 
rent dollar coin is directly attributable to its cumbersome size and weight. 

Hindsight proved the bankers correct. Despite Treasury Department 
hopes to reap large fiscal savings, the coin failed to catch on with the 
public. Most Americans rejected the Anthony dollar because they con- 
fused it with the quarter. In addition, NAMA never followed through 
on its commitment to a wide-scale conversion of vending machines to 
accommodate the new coin. 

Production of Susan B. Anthony dollars ceased in 1981 even though 
the law authorizing its mintage remained on the books. In 1985 the 
United States Mint offered Susan B. Anthony dollar sets to collectors 
through the mail. Ironically, the Anthony dollar became one of the most 
popular items in the Mint^s catalog. 

Political Influences 

The legislative process through which the Susan B. Anthony 
Dollar Act became law illustrates the strong role politics played in its 
mintage. The design of United States coins can be traced to the Mint 
Act of April 2, 1792, which required all to bear a portrait symbolic of lib- 
erty. For more than 115 years, allegorical female figures known simply 
as “Miss Liberty” represented this ideal. 

The United States Mint and the Treasury Department originally 
intended the new mini dollar to carry a Flowing Hair Liberty. When 
Representative Mary Rose Oakar (D-Ohio) introduced a bill providing 
for the portrait of Susan B. Anthony, a political controversy erupted.

Dakar’s legislation created a political stir by advocating a change in 
precedent. Dakar argued: 

We have never had the face of a woman who actually lived, memorialized 
on a United States coin. [T]he choice of the mythical figure of “Miss Lib- 
erty” is not an appropriate figure to symbolize American womankind just as 
I don’t think Uncle Sam and Father Time belong on United States coins to 
represent mankind. 

In her introduction of the Susan B. Anthony Bill, Dakar praised An- 
thony’s lifelong dedication to the Women’s Rights movement, attribut- 
ing the passage of the 19th Amendment to her leadership. 

Several individuals and national groups with widely separate political 
viewpoints supported Dakar’s position. The bill garnered the support of 
the League of Women Voters, National Women’s Political 
Caucus, Daughters of the American Revolution, Women’s 
Lobby Incorporated, American Association for University 
Women, National Federation of Business, Professional 
Women’s Clubs, and National Drganization for Women 
(NDW). Eleanor Smeal, president of NDW, argued that 
the “Miss Liberty” design would be a grievous error and 
could be interpreted only as a statement by the government 
that no American woman is worthy of such recognition. 

Representatives Patricia Schroeder, Gladys Moon Spell- 
man and Millicent Fenwick also pushed for the legislation. 
As Schroeder said, “We have had live eagles and live buf- 
faloes on our coins, but never have we had a live woman.” 

Lending support to Anthony’s portrait was Frank Gas- 
parro, chief engraver of the Mint, and creator of both the 
Anthony and Flowing Hair Liberty motifs. Gasparro argued, 
“The Anthony design for the dollar coin will serve as a 
teaching tool. It will cause people to consider and question 
who Susan B. Anthony was and her role in history.” 

The Treasury Department supported Gasparro’s Flow- 
ing Hair Liberty. Secretary of the Treasury W. Michael Blu- 
menthal attacked Dakar’s proposal: “Although many women 
have made substantial contributions to the nation, they’ve 
all fallen short of the presidency. To depart from the past 
precedent of using ‘Miss Liberty’ would surely invite un- 
necessary controversy.”

Additional protests poured into government offices from numismatists 
around the country who supported the Flowing Hair Liberty. Collectors 
argued that the magnificence of Gasparro’s design deserved recognition. 
One collector summed up the arguments when he wrote: 


Mr. Gasparro’s design is beautiful. I firmly believe that such a symbol as Liberty 
does, in fact[,] represent U.S. women and U.S. men. “She” does not represent a 
single issue or cause, as some of the actual people suggested do; but rather, 
everything America stands for — freedom, justice, peace ... I would think that 
the modern American woman would be proud that such ideals would be repre- 
sented by a female figure. 



Despite the opposition, Oakar introduced the bill to the 
House Committee on Banking, Finance and Urban Affairs. 

At the same time. Senator William Proxmire (D-Wisconsin), 
chairman of the Senate Banking Committee, sponsored a 
similar bill in the Senate. Both houses of Congress success- 
fully advocated the inclusion of Susan B. Anthony’s portrait, 
and the Treasury Department and Mint bowed to the legisla- 
tive mandate. On August 22, 1978, the Senate passed the bill 
providing for the striking of a new, reduced size dollar coin 
carrying the image of the 19th-century suffragist Susan B. 

Anthony on the obverse. The reverse would bear the Eisen- 
hower dollar’s Apollo 11 motif. Not a single Senator dis- 
sented. On September 26, 1978, the House of Representa- 
tives approved by a vote of 368 to 38. 

The last hurdle was approval by the United States Com- 
mission of Fine Arts. Initially, the Commission returned the 
Anthony portrait to Chief Engraver Erank Gasparro, re- 
questing that he “strengthen the design. Members of the 
Commission wanted less glamour, more toughness, less re- 
finement and more of Anthony’s real strong face.” Gasparro 
willingly complied. 

Anticipating high demand for the new dollar, the government decided 
to get a jump on production. Therefore, the Mint struck the first Susan 
B. Anthony dollar coins in Philadelphia on December 13, 1978, with 
1979 dates and the first “P” mintmark since the silver nickels of World 
War 11. Denver production began on January 9, 1979, and San Eran- 
cisco minting began on February 2, 1979.

In its first five years of operation, the Denver Mint 
turned out only silver and gold coins, but in 1911 it 
struck its first minor coinage. 


J nr ^ YEAR 1911 provided many noteworthy “firsts” for 
I the record book. Ray Harroun, in a six-cylinder Marmon 
I “Wasp,” won the inaugural Indianapolis 500 race. In the 

I rush to be the first at the South Pole, Norwegian explorer 

Roald Amundsen emerged the victor, beating by several 
weeks a doomed British expedition led by Robert F. Scott. On Wall 
Street, securities of automotive companies were listed on the New York 
Stock Exchange for the first time. The first extensive motion-picture 
studio was built in Hollywood — and halfway between the major cities of 
California and the Midwest, the Denver Mint struck its first cents. 

Born during a late 1850s gold rush (“Pikes Peak or Bust!”), Denver ac- 
quired additional wealth during the silver-mining boom of the 1880s and 
’90s. The Denver Mint officially opened in 1906, but for several years its 
output was limited to silver and gold coins. By 1910, however, Denver 
had become the commercial center of the Rocky Mountain region, and it 
was no longer logical or economical to ship cents and nickels into the 
area when they could be made locally right at the Denver Mint. 

Before 1908, all cents and nickel 5 -cent pieces had been struck at the 
main mint in Philadelphia. A 1906 law authorized the production of 
minor coins at the branch mints, and two years later the San Francisco 
Mint made history when it struck Indian Head cents bearing the “S” 
mintmark. Denver Mint officials had to wait for the go-ahead until 1911, 
two years after the Lincoln cent made its debut. 

Writing under the heading “Mint of the United States at Denver,”

Mint Director George E. Roberts 
noted in his annual report, “The first 
coinage made here of bronze one- 
cent pieces was on May 20, 1911.” 

Those first 191 1-D cents were 
struck under the direction of the head 
of the coining department, Jabin B. 

Baldwin, who, as it turned out, lived 
for only a short time thereafter. He 
died on January 12, 1912, and was 
succeeded by John C. Wells. (In the 
following year’s annual report, Wells 
briefly mentioned another milestone, 
the striking of the first Denver Mint In 191 1 the Denver Mint (shown around 1964) took on a new role as 
nickels in 1912 ) became the commercial center of the Rocky Mountain region. 

The Denver Mint struck 12.6 mil- 
lion cents in 1911. For a state with fewer than 800,000 residents, it was 
an impressive beginning. Records indicate that Denver’s refining depart- 
ment melted 452 bronze ingots and worked on more than 1.7 million 
troy ounces of bronze during the fiscal year that accounted for most of 
the production of 1911 -dated cents. Wells calculated the “percent of 
coin to the amount [of bronze] operated upon” at 75 percent for 1-cent 
pieces, reflecting a higher degree of efficiency than accomplished in the 
striking of nickel and silver pieces. 

Nevertheless, most 191 1-D cents were weakly struck, according to 
Ojftcial A.N.A. Grading Standards for United States Coins. Loss of design 
detail was a recurring problem in the early years of Denver’s cent pro- 
duction, characterizing the scarce 1914-D cent and, to an even greater 
degree, the 1922 “Plain” cent, which is completely missing the “D” 
mintmark. This, indeed, is poor striking in its ultimate form! 

Other valuable cents from the “Mile High City” include the 1944 “D 
over S,” the bronze 1943-D, and any truly choice MS-65 examples 
minted before 1929. And to think, it all started with a handful of Lincoln 
cents struck on a long-ago springtime Saturday when William Howard 
Taft was president! •

SUBMISSION INSTRUCTIONS: 

1 . Be sure to print your name and your ANA number in the space provided on the submission form. 

2. All your coins must be submitted in individual soft flips. 

3. Check the box indicating the Tier or Service desired. You may request only one Tier or Service option per NGC submission form. 

If you want to submit additional coins at a different Tier, use a second submission form. For example, if you have five coins to 
submit under VarietyPlus and five coins under EarlyBird, use one submission form for each group of five, and ship both groups 
together to the ANA. 

4. In the “Ship To” box, print clearly the address where NGC should ship your coins. In “Ship Via,” choose either FedEx delivery 
(available only if you have a FedEx account number and service is charged to your account) or US Postal Service Registered Mail. 

5. List coins you are submitting with date, mintmark, country, denomination, variety (including mint state or proof designation), 
declared insurance value, and the coin’s certification number if you are submitting an NGC coin for ReGrade. 

6. To find the Postage Fee, add $10 per package plus 25c for every coin over 10 coins. (Example: For 15 coins, the postage is 

$1 1.25). For FedEx delivery, do not fill in the Postage Fee box — your account will be billed. To find the Service Fee, multiply the 
number of coins submitted on the form by the Tier price and/or Service price selected. 

7. Add the Total Postage Fee to the Total Service Fee and write a check for the Total Amount Due. Make your check payable to the 
American Numismatic Association. On the submission form, include the check number, then sign and date the form as indicated. 

8. Pack your coins carefully, including the submission form and a check for payment. If you are sending more than one submission 
form, please pack the appropriate coins and submission forms together using a rubber band or other method. Be sure your 
package is properly registered and insured for delivery to the ANA.

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U.S. MEDALS 


Barber and the 
Detroit Museum 
of Art Medal 


When the Trustees of a fledgling art museum decided 
to commission an award medal, they turned to Charles 
Barber, chief engraver of the United States Mint.

United States Mint Chief En- 
graver Charles Barber is per- 
haps best known for his I0-, 25- 
and 50-cent pieces. However, 
many collectors are unfamiliar 
with his medallic works. 


O NE OF THE most famous names in American numis- 
matics is that of Charles Barber. As chief engraver of 
the United States Mint from January 1880 to February 
1917, he is credited with designing and/or engraving 
more than 50 medals and numerous coins. He also had 
a hand in creating coinage for a number of foreign governments. 

While many of his efforts are famous, for example his 10-, 25- and 
50-cent pieces of 1882-1915/16, just as many are quite obscure. One of 
Barber’s lesser-known works is the Detroit Museum of Art medal ol 
1892-93. The story of this medal offers a unique look at the state of 
American art and museums, as well as the egos of 19th-century artists. 

Cultivating the Arts 

Increased community wealth, leisure time and civic pride created 
opportunities for art museums to flourish in the United States, and many 
major cities took the initiative. In 1870 the Museum of Fine Arts 
(Boston) and the Metropolitan Museum of Art (New York City) were 
founded, while the 1880s saw the establishment of museums in Cincin- 
nati, St. Louis and Chicago. The Detroit Museum of Art was officially 
created when the Michigan senate passed “an act for the formation of 
corporations for the cultivation of art” on January 28, 1885. 

A Medal for the Museum 

In the summer of 1885, a committee was formed to devise and select 
a design for the official seal of the Detroit Museum of Art. (The seal 
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ultimately would appear on a variety of promotional materials, including 
a medal.) One of the committee members was Lewis T. Ives, a first-rate 
portrait painter. He was charged with the task of designing a seal remi- 
niscent of the classic style of ancient portraiture. 

He found his inspiration in the British Museum — an intaglio of Min- 
erva originally uncovered at the villa of the Roman emperor Hadrian. 
Numismatists who specialize in ancient Greek coins will notice a great 
similarity between the head on the seal (and the Detroit Museum of Art 
medal) and the head of Athena on the coinage of Thouroi (c. 400 B.C.). 
Regardless of whether the beautiful portrait was that of the Roman Min- 
erva or the Greek Athena, it would become the museum’s trademark. 

The impetus for the medal came when the Trustees decided on Janu- 
ary 3, 1891, to hold an annual spring exhibition of contemporary Ameri- 
can art. (While the Detroit Museum of Art had a strong collection of 
European and Oriental art, the Trustees realized the importance of pro- 
moting American works.) To heighten the prestige of the event, “it was 
proposed to award gold, silver, and bronze medals, one of each class, to 
the exhibitors of the best pictures.” 

In the Museum’s Historical Repoj^ of May 1891, it was noted that the

“matter of securing a die, etc., is in progress.” The Annual 
Report of the Trustees for 1891/92 mentioned that medals 
would be completed in June 1892. However, they were “to be 
presented to Messrs. Frederick Stearns and James E. Scripps, 
as souvenirs of their exceptional generosity towards this institu- 
tion.” These may have been the first two medals awarded by the 
Detroit Museum of Art. 


Enter Charles Barber 

Fr IS NOT entirely clear how Charles Barber came to be asso- 
ciated with the Detroit Museum of Art medal. The Trustees 
wanted the piece to be of the highest quality, therefore it 
would have been appropriate to commission the United 
States’ most esteemed die engraver to complete the project. 

In his notebook. Barber recorded that he charged the 
Detroit Museum of Art $250 for his services, and included a 
precise drawing of the medal, with a date sketched roughly 
in the open area at the bottom. Below the drawing. Barber 
wrote, “The date to be engraved in each time.” This, along 
with the medal’s blank reverse, would allow for the addition of 
appropriate dates and inscriptions as the medals were presented. 
The design of the medal clearly was copied from Ives’ design for 
the seal, which itself was adapted from ancient sources. However, 
Charles Barber boldly inscribed BARBER.F. below the bust on the final 
design. (“F” is an abbreviation of the Latin /er/Y, meaning “he made it.”) 
While Barber “made” the medal in the sense that he cut the die, he did 
not create the design. On the other hand, in this age of neoclassicism,

Membership, Medals 
and Milestones 


Fifty years ago, the American Numismatic Association 
introduced silver and gold medals as a tangible and 
lasting recognition of longtime membership. 




HIS YEAR A valued tradition celebrates its 50th anniver- 
I sary. A half century ago, the governing board of the 

I American Numismatic Association voted to establish a 

I lasting recognition of long-time membership in the ANA. 

Yet, few are aware of the history of this tangible symbol 
of individual dedication both to the hobby and the world’s largest organ- 
ization of collectors of coins, tokens, medals and paper money. 

In Boston, Massachusetts, on Monday August 23, 1948, Damon G. 
Douglas, Resolutions Committee chairman, submitted the following to 
the ANA Board of Governors:

RESOLUTION NO. 7 

WHEREAS the growth and healthy vigor of the American Numismatic Associa- 
tion has been made possible by the devotion and interest of all those early mem- 
bers who blazed the trails we have followed and 
who have continued with us to foster our prog- 
ress!,] and UMEREAS it is proper and fitting that 
our gratitude to them be suitably expressed!,] 
THEREEORE be it resolved that the Association in- 
stitute and strike two new medals to be known as 
the 50 year membership medal in gold and the 25 
year membership medal in silver and that copies, 
suitably inscribed, be presented to those members 
whose records of continuous membership qualify 
them at once and in the future to other members as 
they become qualified.

The resolution was adopted, and the American 
Numismatic Association’s 25- and 50-year 
membership medals were born.

California member Jack Ogilvie. He did his homework before presenting 
the proposal, going so far as to research who was qualified to receive the 
first tributes. The plan was to present the medals at the ANA’s anniver- 
sary conventions. (The first medals, however, were mailed to qualified 
members after the Association’s convention in Boston in 1948.) 

Eight individuals, three of whom were charter members of the Asso- 
ciation, received 50-year gold medals; 2 5 -year silver medals were pre- 
sented to 37 members, only about half the number qualified. The reason 
for this was not given until February 1949, when the ANA General Sec- 
retary Lewis M. Reagan ex- 
plained that sufficient funds 
were not available to strike all 
the silver pieces needed. The 
group was divided in two, with 
one receiving medals in 1948, 
the other in 1949. (Those in 
the first group had 3 5 or more 
years of membership.) 

In the last five decades, the 
Association awarded just over 
500 50-year gold medals and 
almost 10,500 25-year silver 
medals to its members. Lists 
of individuals achieving these 
membership milestones gen- 
erally are published annually, 
either in The Nimiis??iatist or 
the official program for the 
anniversary convention. 

At their inception, the medals 
measured 24mm in diameter, 
with a thickness of 2 mm; the 
newest pieces are 26mm. The

In the early to mid 1980s, the 
common obverse of the ANA’s 
25- and 50-year membership 
medals was revised to reflect 
the Association’s updated logo.

obverse bears the official Association seal, which originally was created 
by Joseph Hooper in 1892, and revised and engraved by Julius Windner 
in 1947. Sometime in the early to mid 198()s, N. Neil Harris, editor of 
The Numismatist and a medallic artist, revamped the logo and arranged 
for new membership medals to be struck with the revised seal. 

The reverse design has remained the same for 50 years: to the right is 
a simple laurel branch; centered at the top left is the legend 50 [or 
2 5]/ YEAR /MEMBERSHIP. Below is an open field, in which is engraved 
the member’s name and membership number, and starting in the 1970s, 
the year of the award. 

It is believed, though not confirmed, that the early medals were manu- 
factured by the August C. Frank Company. The silver pieces bear no 
edge markings, while the gold specimens are stamped lOK. Later medals 
were struck by Medallic Art Company of Danbury, Connecticut (and 
subsequently of Sioux Falls, South Dakota), and featured several differ- 
ent edge markings over the years. In the mid 1970s, the silver medals 
bore the words MEDALLIC ART CO. EINE SILVER on the edge, fol- 
lowed by © MACO FINE SILVER and ©1985 MACO .999 FINE SILVER. 
The gold medals had MACO lOK and then MEDALLIC ART CO. lOK. 
Since 1994, the medals have been struck by The Medalcraft Mint of 
Green Bay, Wisconsin. The edges of these pieces are marked simply .999 
FINE SILVER or lOKT GOLD. 

With the increasing longevity of the Association and its members, 
in 1991 the ANA added another class of membership award medal — the 
60-year electrum medal. Of the same size and basic design as the other 
pieces, the medals were struck by Medallic Art Company in 1992 and 
bear the inscription 60/YEAR/MEMBERSHIP on the reverse and the 
word ELECTRUM along the edge. 

Unlike many medals and commemoratives that are produced and mar- 
keted today as “treasured heirlooms,” ANA membership medals truly 
have numismatic value, if not as family keepsakes, then certainly as re- 
minders of years spent in the happy pursuit of collecting. •

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A Century of Numismatics 1901-2000 


W ELCOME TO THE next 
installment of my his- 
torical review of a cen- 
tury of American numismatics. 

Flying High: 1921-30 

These were rip-roaring times for 
Americans: bathtub gin, the Charles- 
ton, speakeasies, the jukebox, laugh- 
ing along with Harold Lloyd and 
crying over the death of Rudolf 
Valentino. The privileged sped away 
to adventure in sleek, wooden-hulled 
boats and customized Duesenberg 
automobiles. Investment in Florida 
real estate was popular — until it was 
discovered that many of the acres 
purchased were under water. Playing 
the stock market was the new fad, 
and just about everyone from the 
gardener to the barber had a hot tip. 
Wild parties staged in lavish ball- 
rooms in Newport and on Florida’s 
Gold Coast raised eyebrows. Life 
was good; times were euphoric. 

A More Sedate Pace 

In contrast, all was rather quiet on 
the numismatic front. While many 
scarce and rare coins inched upward 
in price, the rosy glow surrounding 
real estate and, later, the stock mar- 
ket did not envelop numismatics. 
Perhaps it was because many major 
players of an earlier generation had 
died or were no longer active, and 
their collections had been sold or 
were in storage, as veteran dealer 
Tbomas Elder suggested. Even the 
incredibly wealthy and active Virgil 
M. Brand, who possessed such ac- 
quisitive drive, passed away in 1926, 
perhaps fittingly in the middle of a 
numismatic transaction. Few buyers 
in the ’20s had the fire or intensity 


of Brand or earlier collectors, such 
as Charles Bushnell, William For- 
rester Dunham and Lorin Parmelee. 



Focusing on the ANA, Frank G. 
Duffield was in the editor’s chair at 
The Numismatist. Duffield provided 
readers with some significant mate- 
rial, including the still-quoted “Trial 
List of Countermarked Modern 
Coins of the World,” and, most no- 
tably, a listing of obsolete bank notes 
compiled by D.C. Wismer. The 
only trouble was that as fine as these 
articles may have been to specialists 
in both series, the average collector 
simply did not care. Duffield played 
to a very small audience. 


At the Mints 

The United States Mint in Phila- 
delphia and its two branches — Den- 
ver and San Francisco — were busy 
spewing out coins. The ubiquitous 
Lincoln cent was hardly noticed, 
and the Denver Mint got away 
with sloppy manufacturing proce- 
dures, including using dies so indis- 
tinct to strike 1922 Lincoln cents 
that some coins completely lacked 
the requisite “D” mintmark. Of 
course, I am writing this with tongue 
planted firmly in cheek. Defying 
logic, the resulting 1922 “Plain” va- 
riety is worth many thousands of 
dollars today, far more than a “per- 
fect” 1922-D! 

At this time, the public showed 
little interest in collecting coins by 
mintmark sequence. Although Au- 
gustus G. Heaton’s Treatise on Mint- 
marks (1893) and the advent of the 
relatively rare 1909-S VDB cent 
generated some numismatic activity, 
an attendee at a coin club meeting 
in, say, 1925, would not encounter 



In the ’20s, the hobby grew at a sedate pace. Few collectors had the fire or inten- 
sity of earlier players. The 1921 American Numismatic Association convention 
banquet in Boston boasted a modest group of hobbyists. 
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many collectors seeking one each of 
the Philadelphia, Denver and San 
Francisco Mint Lincoln cents, Buf- 
falo nickels. Mercury^ dimes. Stand- 
ing Liberty quarters and Walking 
Liberty half dollars. 

New Silver Dollars 

In 1921 millions of silver dollars 
were issued — the first production ef- 
fort since 1904. Since master hubs 
and dies for the 1878-1904 Morgan 
dollar had been destroyed, stopgap 
substitutes were created quickly, re- 
sulting in flat-relief 1921 Morgan 
dollars from all three mints. 

In late December, Anthony de 
Francisci’s Peace dollar made its ap- 
pearance. Sculpted in high relief, the 
pieces did not strike up well, and in 
the following year the relief was 
lowered. De Francisci used his wife, 
Teresa Cafarelli, as the model for 
Liberty, and in a conversation with 
her a number of years ago, she told 
me how she enjoyed posing. 

Of the various current circulating 
coinages of the 1920s, perhaps the 
most unsatisfactory denomination 
was the Walking Liberty half dollar. 
Production was intermittent. The 
1921 coin, produced at all three 
mints, proved to be a numismatic 
rarity. None were made in 1922. 
Only the San Francisco Mint made 
the coin in 1923; 1927-29 and then 
1933 were the next years of produc- 
tion. The quality of strike ranged 
from indifferent to just plain bad, 
with the higher fields of many pieces 
(the 1923-S in particular) appearing 
as flat as the proverbial pancake. 

Although this numismatic indif- 
ference would change in the next 
decade with the popularity of coin 
albums, anyone looking through cir- 
culating half dollars in the ’20s could 
find just about whatever they sought, 
with little numismatic competition. 


The Commemorative Scene 

Commemorative coins constitute an 
intriguing chapter in numismatic 
history in the ’20s, when exploita- 
tion became the rule. In 1920, for 
example, the Pilgrim Tercentenary 
half dollar celebrated the anniversary 
of the landing of the Pilgrims at Ply- 
mouth Rock. Not all the minted 
pieces were sold, yet the decision 
was made to mint 1921 -dated coins 
as well, although this negated the 
anniversary concept. The objective 
was to compel collectors to buy two 
coins to complete their sets. 

The 1921 Alabama Centennial 
and 1921 Missouri Centennial half 
dollars — as well as the 1922 Grant 
half dollar and gold dollar — followed 
the same philosophy, with the cre- 
ation of two varieties of each coin. 
The reaction of most collectors to 
these mercenary ploys was a large, 
unbridled yawn — but apparently 
enough pieces were purchased to 
deem the practice worthwhile. 

Moreover, the 1920s produced 
two of the least attractive coins in 
the series. Most commemorative en- 


thusiasts agree that the 1923-S Mon- 
roe Doctrine Centennial half dollar, 
poorly struck and in low relief, and 
the 1926 U.S. Sesquicentennial half 
dollar, exhibiting the same prob- 
lems, are aesthetically inferior. 

Another interesting commem- 
orative was the 1924 Huguenot- 
Walloon Tercentenary issue, with 
promoters enlisting the endorsement 
of popular ANA President Moritz 
Wormser, who later became a dealer 
and established the New Nether- 
lands Coin Company in New York. 

The 1925 Fort Vancouver Cen- 
tennial half dollar was not exploita- 
tive, but the issue had one curious 
feature: every piece was struck at the 
San Francisco Mint, but the “S” 
mintmark was missing from the die. 
In 1926 the Oregon Trail Memorial 
half dollar made its debut, featuring 
art by the famous husband-and-wife 
team of James Earle Fraser and 
Laura Gardin Fraser. It is no sur- 
prise that a few years ago members 
of the Society for United States 
Commemorative Coins voted this 
beautiful design their favorite.

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Gold Coins 

rhe story of gold coinage in the 
1920s basically consists of widely 
spaced, intermittent production of 
$2'/:, $5 and $10 pieces, plus a fairly 
continuous production of the $20 
denomination. Most of the latter 
were used as bank reserves and, es- 
pecially, for international monetary 
payments and transactions. 

Millions of glittering double ea- 
gles were shipped overseas. Still oth- 
ers seemed to have been retained 
stateside by the Treasury Depart- 
ment. Thus, perusal of mintage 
records of Denver and San Francisco 
coins from the year 1924 onward, 
and Philadelphia Mint coins from 
1928 through 1933, reveals that 
many specimens were produced in 
great quantities. However, today 
these coins are considered extreme 


rarities. Apparently the majority of 
these pieces went into the melting 
pot after President Franklin D. Roo- 
sevelt’s edict of 1933 made it illegal 
to hold gold coins. 

Dealers of the Decade 

Among the active dealers at this 
time, the most prominent rare coin 
enthusiast was B. Max Mehl, who 
conducted two complementary busi- 
nesses in Ft. Worth, Texas. His Star 
Rare Coin Encyclopedia, a premium 
price guide selling for $1 per copy, 
was the more profitable endeavor. 
Mehl’s second activity consisted of 
cataloging important collections for 
mail-bid competitions (most notably 
the Ten Eyck and Slack collections) 
and maintaining a large sales inven- 
tory of coins. 

Thomas Elder in New York City 


conducted many auction sales. His 
catalogs usually were written in 
haste, but often featured very worth- 
while material. It is said that El- 
der once boasted he could catalog 
1,000 auction lots per day. S. Hudson 
and Henry Chapman, William Hess- 
lein, B.G. Johnson, David Proskey, 
Wayte Raymond and John Zug also 
were active. 

However, no new spark of enthu- 
siasm burst forth in the hobby in the 
’20s. Prices did not follow the gen- 
eral economic trend and zoom up- 
ward. It should be said, however, 
that when the stock market fell in 
1929, coins weathered the storm 
better than most investments, and 
during the Depression years — which 
I will be discussing in next month’s 
column — most sale prices actually 
increased, often sharply. •

A lber'f Avery Grinnell, 
who passed away in 1951, 
had the largest and most 
complete collection of United States 
paper money ever assembled. He 
built his collection over a period of 
about 20 years with the assistance of 
his secretary, Paul Draper. 

Grinnell began collecting coins at 
age 1 1 by searching through change 
taken in at his father’s store. While 
Grinnell is known for his paper 
money collection, he also had some 
impressive coins. Dealer Abe Kosoff 
recalled selling Grinnell a set of four 
gold Stellas from the 1879-80 era for 
$1,250 in 1941. 

New York dealer Barney Blue- 
stone offered the Grinnell collection 
of paper money in a series of seven 
sales conducted from November 
1944 to November 1946. This col- 
lection realized more than $250,000. 
Catalogs from this sale have become 
popular reference works for many 
collectors of paper money and were 
reprinted as hound books in 1971. 

When the time came to dismantle 
the collection, there simply was 
more material than the market could 
handle. In recalling this mammoth 
sale, dealer and author William P. 
Donlon astutely concluded, “Many 
of the attractive and scarce items 
went begging. There were just not 
enough serious currency collectors 
to create proper competition and to 
absorb at fair prices the tremendous 
amount of currency offered by Mr. 
Grinnell in these seven sales.” 

How did Albert Grinnell achieve 
this substantial stature in the nu- 
mismatic hobby? He began sim- 
ply enough. Born on June 12, 1865, 
in Shelby, New York, Grinnell 


attended Rochester Business Uni- 
versity and went into the retail trade. 
He married Helen A. Avery in 1888.

Grinnell moved to Oakfield, New 
York, where he established the A.A. 
Grinnell Company dealing in coal, 
lumber and produce. As the business 
prospered, he built grain elevators 
and warehouses, and organized the 
Akron Produce Company, Alabama 
Produce Company and Genesee 
Cooperage Company. 

As his entrepreneurial horizons 
expanded, Grinnell moved to De- 
troit, assuming partnership in the 


Grinnell Brothers Music Company 
in 1910. In 1932 the company letter- 
head listed A.A. Grinnell as presi- 
dent and indicated proprietorship of 
40 stores and piano factories in De- 
troit and Holly, Michigan. 

Grinnell was a founding member 
of the Detroit Coin Club and served 
as its second president. His brother 
also was a member. On the occasion 
of the club’s 400th meeting on Janu- 
ary 23, 1941, Grinnell received a 
gold medal bearing his image. He 
was life member number 20 of the 
ANA, an unsuccessful candidate for 
the ANA Board in 1928 and a fre- 
quent exhibitor at conventions. 
Grinnell wrote an article for the No- 
vember 1937 issue of The Ninnimia- 
tist, “United States Paper Money 
from a Collector’s Viewpoint,” 
which espoused three reasons for 
collecting paper money: the beauty 
and character of the engraving, the 
variety of specimens issued, and the 
historical and educational value. 



Grinnell’s collec- 
tion was unique 
not only from the 
standpoint of size, 
condition and 
completeness, but 
also because of its 
many outstanding 
specimens, includ- 
ing three $1,000 
“grand water- 
melon” notes. 

ANA ARCHIVES 
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Grinnell was so involved with the 
hobby that when the ANA conven- 
tion came to Detroit in 1940, he 
hosted a complimentary dinner. At 
each guest’s place was a 29mm, alu- 
minum personal token. The obverse 
was made from a stock die with a 
bust of Abraham Lincoln. The re- 
verse displayed the legend “Life 
Member #20 /Albert A. Grinnell/ 
Numismatist/ 15 15 Woodward /Ave- 
nue /Detroit, Michigan.” 

As Grinnell’s ever-expanding col- 
lection reached maximum capacity, 
Texas promoter B. Max Mehl of- 
fered items in a 1943 mail-bid sale, 
bringing in $38,000. Vying for man- 
aging control of the Grinnell collec- 
tion created a rivalry between Mehl 
and Bluestone. The former de- 
scribed Grinnell’s holdings as “the 
most extensive collection of United 


States currency.” Bluestone re- 
sponded that he was selling the origi- 
nal collection, “not to be confused 
with a collection of duplicates from 
the Grinnell collection sold recently.” 

The quality of this monetary 
archive apparently was worth the 
competition, however. Bluestone 
stated, “This collection is not only 
unique from the standpoint of size, 
condition and completeness, but has 
many outstanding features, such as: 
Serial No. 1 notes of the first issue 
of Legal Tenders; a $1 1862 Legal, 
which has the portrait of Salmon P. 
Chase, also a letter written by Mr. 
Chase in 1863; ... a complete and 
extremely beautiful set of coin notes 
in all denominations and signatures; 
and one of the most beautiful re- 
funding certificates ever known ...” 

The collection included a unique 


set of Federal Reserve specimen 
notes plainly stamped “SAMPLE.” 
There were 35 National Gold Bank 
notes, ranked among the finest 
known, and 171 National Bank 
notes bearing serial number “1.” He 
had two $100 “Watermelon” Treas- 
ury or Coin notes and three $1,000 
“Grand Watermelon” notes, dis- 
playing the characteristic large, 
green, oval zeros on the back. Only 
25 of these $1,000 notes escaped re- 
demption by the Treasury. The 
3,300 National Bank notes included 
750 from his state of birth. New 
York, and 260 from his state of resi- 
dence, Michigan. The Grinnell col- 
lection also contained 43 examples 
of popular error currency. Two 
sheets of notes with $10 faces and $5 
backs, offered in the final sale, real- 
ized $3,550 each. •

I wasn’t prepared for the 
large number of letters I re- 
ceived in response to my first 
column in June. Well over a hun- 
dred people wrote and requested the 
free token I offered, and all those 
who included a self-addressed, 
stamped envelope were sent one. 
Your comments and suggestions are 
greatly appreciated, and many of the 
topics you requested will be dis- 
cussed in future columns. 

Quite a few readers asked about 
collecting modern tokens, and one 
sent me a piece issued by his local 
fire department. The obverse in- 
scription is LUZERNE/1891-1991/ 
FIRE DEPT. /LUZERNE, PA, while 
the other side reads GOOD FOR/ 
ONE DRINK/AUG. 23, 1991/lOOTH/ 
ANNIVERSARY. The fact that a spe- 
cific date is noted suggests the token 
was redeemable only on that day. 

The octagonal piece is made of 
red plastic and has incuse, white let- 
tering. It is a typical, modern token, 
and probably has very little collector 
value. Even though I have a number

of modern tokens, I don’t collect 
them. If saw this token at a show, I 
doubt I’d buy it, no matter how

cheap the price. It wouldn’t even be 
worth picking up for resale. 

And yet, what better time to col- 
lect modern trade tokens than when 
they are issued? Although specimens 
can be difficult to locate, a nice col- 
lection can be assembled for very lit- 
tle cash. Twenty or 30 years from 
now, some plastic tokens will be very 
rare if they aren’t saved by collectors 
of our generation. 

I am reminded of an incident in 
the early 1970s, when a neighbor 
wbo knew of my interest in numis- 
matics gave me a couple of plastic 
tokens that were being used in a 
school lunchroom in southern 
Maryland. I didn’t think much of 
them at the time. A few years later, 
when I finally got around to contact- 
ing the school, nobody could even 
remember the tokens. When their 
use was discontinued, the pieces on 
hand probably were destroyed. 

One of the fhistrations of collect- 
ing trade tokens is that many of 
them are what we refer to as “maver- 
icks” (pieces that don’t include the 
name of the issuing entity). Some 
mavericks can be very difficult to at- 
tribute; indeed, tens of thousands 
probably never will be identified. 

Even mavericks of recent issue can 


stymie collectors. Take the two plas- 
tic pieces pictured below. First we 
have a piece issued by Domino’s 
Pizza, a company undoubtedly fa- 
miliar to you, even if you aren’t a 
token collector. As its inscription 
indicates, it was intended to be used 
much like the coupons we receive 
in the mail. However, there are 
Domino’s Pizza franchises all over 
the country. Wliich one issued this 
token? The piece has a telephone 
number, but no area code (obviously, 
it was used at only one store). 



Believe it or not, the issuers of these 
“mavericks” can be identified. 


Fortunately, the token was given 
to me by a relative in Clemson, 
South Carolina, and while visiting 
there I verified the store’s location in 
the local telephone book. This was 
easy enough, but what if the token 
had turned up at a flea market in an- 
other state? (I recently found that 
the Domino’s Pizza that issued the 
token was no longer operating. Who 
knows? My token might already be 
rare. I doubt the store owner kept 
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them after he went out of business.) 

Regarding the “ICE” token, nor- 
mally I would place it in the “impos- 
sible” category. How can a token 
that has only one word on it ever be 
attributed? But, again I was in the 
right place at the right time. I stayed 
at the Comfort Inn in Fayetteville, 
West Virginia, a number of years ago, 
and as I was registering, the clerk 
handed me a couple of tokens for 
the ice machine. (The pieces ostensi- 
bly prevented non-guests from using 
the machines.) 

Remember, tokens are much more 
enjoyable if you know where they 
came from!

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Circulating Graffiti 


I HAVE BEEN MISTAKEN for 
many things in my life, but 
never for a narcotics officer! 
Once I was called “Doctor” by a po- 
lice officer when my car was broken 
into at the ANA headquarters park- 
ing lot. The investigating officer 
asked what I was doing in that park- 
ing lot, and I answered that I worked 
with the ANA. “I’m sorry. Dr. Ro- 
chette,” he said. He must have 
thought someone was suffering from 
numismatic indigestion! 

On another occasion. Jack Koch, a 
former ANA employee and I were 
mistaken for a pair of Secret Service 
agents while attending the swearing- 
in ceremony for a superintendent of 
the Denver Mint. Still, I had never 
been thought of as a “narc.” 

The incident was occasioned 
while gathering background material 
for a story on tbe ANA’s 107th An- 
niversary Convention in Portland 
several weeks ago. I wanted to do an 
article on circulating graffiti, inimi- 
cally marked bank notes that re- 
cently have found favor in the Pa-

may have received change that in- 
cluded an occasional dollar bill over- 
printed with a rubber-stamped mes- 
sage, such as “Paid with Timber $$.” 
Lumber workers, protesting rising 
unemployment caused by environ- 
mental concerns, have taken to 
stamping circulating currency to 
demonstrate the economic impact 
the lumber industry has on the area. 

The Pacific Northwest has not 
been alone in fostering marked bills. 


Even before last year’s California 
ballot initiative to legalize the culti- 
vation, possession and use of mari- 
juana for medicinal purposes, advo- 
cates stamped their message on the 
face of dollar bills. One put words 
right into George Washington’s 
mouth: the first President appears to 
be admitting, “I Grew Hemp.” 

The most surprising thing about 
currency graffiti is that there is not 
more of it. While street gangs use 
spray-can art to mark their territory 
and urban vandals deface property, 
Americans seem inhibited when it 
comes to altering circulating cur- 
rency as a means of venting their po- 
litical frustration. 

The practice of marking currency 
is neither new or unknown. Hard 
Times tokens of the 1830s and the 
Patriotic cents of the Civil War era 
were indeed political expressions, 
but these tokens were created out of 
commercial necessity to facilitate 
trade during periods of circulating 
coin shortages. Currency graffiti re- 
lates more to the use of contempo- 
rary paper as a vehicle for partisan 
expression than as an expedient. 

Currency collectors have wit- 
nessed occasional examples — more 
often with foreign money. Cuban 
currency is a good example. Soon af- 
ter Fidel Castro fought his way to 
power in Havana, Cuban currency 
began to portray heroes of the revo- 
lution. He appointed as finance min- 
ister fellow revolutionary Ernesto 
“Che” Guevara, who signed the new 
currency with his nickname. Castro 
dissidents soon began adding a small 
cross before the signature, creating a 
rebus alluding to the influence of 
Soviet Premier Nikita Khrushchev 
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over the Cuban dictator. Similarly, 
rebel Sandinistas took to using 
Nicaraguan currency as a means of 
communicating dissent. 

There are many more contempo- 
rary examples, but the practice re- 
mains relatively unknown in the 
United States, possibly because of 
American inhibitions over defacing 
currency. There are some diehards 
who have never accepted the princi- 
ple of the Federal Reserve System, 
except for using bank notes to vent 
their goal to “Abolish Federal Re- 
serve Bankers.” 

The question of marking bills 
gives rise to the inevitable question, 
“Is it illegal to mark United States 
currency?” Most lawyers might in- 
terpret Title 18 of the United States 
Code as being too ambiguous for a 
direct “yes” or “no” answer. Chapter 


17, Section 333, while dealing di- 
rectly with the subject, fails to give a 
definitive response: 

“Whoever mutilates, cuts, defaces, 
disfigures, or perforates, or unites or 
cements together, or does any other 
thing to any bank bill, draft, note or 
other evidence of debt issued by any 
national banking association, or Fed- 
eral Reserve bank, or the Federal 
Reserve System, with intent to ren- 
der such bank bill, draft, note or 
other evidence of debt unfit to be 
reissued, shall be fined not more 
than $100 or imprisoned not more 
than six months, or both.” 

So, does graffiti render the note 
unfit to be reissued?” Ancient man 
may have bequeathed the prac- 
tice, but graffito^ singular for the 
art, evolves from the Italian word 
for “scribbling” or “scratching.” Evi- 


dence shows that it was as much a 
problem in the time of the Roman 
emperors as it is now. Inscriptions 
have been found admonishing “beg- 
gars not to scribble on walls!” 

My intent was to pursue the 
marked issues on my return from 
Portland. I had been told there were 
examples of the current $20 bill with 
an imprinted sign planted on the 
White House lawn. It reads, “Keep 
Off the Grass”! 

Following this line of inquiry, 
a small chain of local parapher- 
nalia shops catering to alternative 
lifestyles, called “Hemp, Hurray,” 
seemed a likely starting place. How- 
ever, the singular answer to my 
questions as to the availability or 
source of countermarked currency 
was universal: “We sell nothin’ narcs 
are interested in!” •

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Question Both High and Low Prices 


I T RANKLES ALL of US tO see 
common coins offered for sale 
at outrageously high prices. I 
have commented many times on the 
fact that there are no laws against 
charging exorbitant prices for coins, 
and that it is up to the consumer to 
be alert and compare prices. Often I 
fail to add that it is just as important 
to question prices that appear much 
lower than those being charged by 
the majority of other dealers. 

Usually when you find a coin 
priced less than expected there is a 
reason. The most common explana- 
tion is that the piece is not in the 
condition advertised. A 1914-D Lin- 
coln cent offered at $150 in Very 
Fine condition (and supposedly 
worth $200) is no bargain if it grades 
only Fine by customary standards. If, 
however, that same coin is priced at 
$100, it still may be a worthwhile 
purchase, regardless of the grade. 

It is not at all uncommon to over- 
state a coin’s condition to make the 
piece seem more attractive. And 
while it is unethical to purposely 
overgrade coins, tolerable differ- 
ences of opinion should be consid- 
ered. It is up to the buyer to deter- 
mine whether a stated price is 
reasonable for the true grade of the 
coin, as compared to prices quoted 
by other sources. 

Often it is easy to spot those ads 
that offer common coins for sale 
at seemingly high prices. These 
frequently appear in newspapers or 
on television. We know that the 
high cost of advertising to the non- 
numismatic market is one reason for 
this. That does not excuse the ex- 
cess, but it is a partial explanation 
for the problem that currently exists. 


If prices are high, and the coins 
are overgraded or misrepresented, 
there can be serious problems. For-

tunately for beginners, abuses other 
than high prices are not prevalent in 
today’s trade. This may be due, in 
part, to the vigilance of experienced 
numismatists who have railed against 
such advertising. 

Recently I have begun to see a dif- 
ferent kind of mass-market advertis- 
ing. In these new ads, coins seem to 
be priced at reasonable levels — or 
even below what might be asked at a 
coin shop. An example of this is a 
recent promotion offering a Peace 
silver dollar and an Eisenhower dol- 
lar for only $9.95. The ad shows an 
uncirculated Peace dollar, but does 
not specify the condition of the coin 
you would receive. Even so, these 
two dollars in any likely condition 
are reasonably priced at less than 
$10 for the pair. So what’s the catch? 
Well, the consumer must call to or- 
der the coins, thus providing the 
marketer with a name and phone 
number. The ad may be either a 
“bait and switch” scheme or a means 
of compiling a solicitation list. 

Yes, there still are bargains to be 
had, but you would do well to re- 
member Lee Hewitt’s advice in Nu- 
mismatic Scrapbook magazine: “There 
is no Santa Claus in numismatics.” 


File #563 

Last year there was considerable 
agitation over a medal depicting 
the late Diana, Princess of Wales, 
on one side and a design similar 
to Pistrucci’s St. George and the 
Dragon motif on the other. This 
piece, made in England, was not an 
officially authorized coin or medal. 
It was advertised and sold primarily 
in Great Britain, to the consterna- 
tion of the British Royal Mint 
(BRM). These “Diana” medals were 
struck by the privately owned Tower 
Mint in London and advertised as 
“Officially struck at the Tower 
Mint.” BRM Deputy Master Roger 
Holmes expressed concern that the 
medals might mislead consumers. 

Look for a beautiful, authorized 
Princess Diana commemorative coin 
that will be issued by the BRM in a 
1999 proof set. The crown-size 
piece will celebrate the anniversary 
of Diana’s birthday, and will be 
available from United Kingdom 
banks and post offices for face value. 

File #564 

This offer was in a promotional cat- 
alog from one of the so-called mints. 
For only $19.95, you can buy a gal- 
lon of professional coin cleaner that 
originally was sold only to coin deal- 
ers. Now, thanks to this company, 
you too can obtain a one-gallon jug 
that will clean approximately 5,000 
of your dirtiest coins. 

As tempted as I was to buy a gal- 
lon of this stuff for use on my table- 
ware, I passed up the opportunity, so 
I do not know what it is or how it 
works. I assume it is something like 
most other liquid tarnish removers 
and contains a mild acid. They claim 
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“it will renew silver and gold coins 
in only two to three seconds without 
damaging their intrinsic value.” 
Think about that claim before you 
use any of this cleaner. To actually 
damage a coin’s intrinsic value, much 
of the metal would have to be eaten 
away. And why would anyone want 
to clean gold coins? I have yet to see 
any that are heavily tarnished. 

File #565 

Attention, check collectors. You 
have a golden opportunity to buy a 
check signed by the famous Babe 
Ruth. But, better yet, examine your 
own collection to see if you already 
have one. This treasure will be 
signed “G.H. Ruth,” and may be 
drawn on the Chemical Bank & 
Trust Company. Checks signed by 
famous people are fun to own and 


often command good prices. Ruth’s 
checks are being offered at $1,900 
each to baseball memorabilia fans. If 
the price seems a bit high, ask your 
favorite paper money or autograph 
dealer for a better deal. Old checks 
issued by famous people make great 
collectibles, but be sure to shop 
around for competitive prices. 

File #566 

Someone already is making money 
on the 50 States quarter program, 
and the coins haven’t even been 
minted. The ad says that you too can 
make big profits if you act now. The 
“complete report” promised by this 
get-rich-quick scheme, listed in the 
classified ads, costs only $3 and a 
self-addressed, stamped envelope. 
The report actually is a two-page 
letter rehashing the history of the 


legislation and ancillary procedures 
that authorize the minting of 50 
state, commemorative quarters. 

The ad goes on to describe vari- 
ous types of jewelry the company 
plans to make from these coins, and 
how you can buy and resell these 
items for big profits. You can get 
coins that are cut out or gold- 
layered — or in the form of pendants, 
earrings, tie tacks, money clips, key 
chains, belt buckles and more — all 
for prices 50 to 60 percent below re- 
tail. If you currently do not have a 
retail store, the ad advises you to 
start one, or at least look for ways to 
distribute the merchandise. Over the 
next decade, you might get rich on 
these coins — or not. I suspect there 
will be plenty of interest in the new 
quarters. Who knows what opportu- 
nities are out there? •

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BOOKMARKS

REVIEW: 

The Copper Coins of 
Vermont and Those 
Bearing the Vermont Name 

This month, I am pleased to turn 
over the “Bookmarks” column to an 
experienced and capable reviewer — 
author and ANA Past President 
Kenneth E. Bressett. 

Tony Carlotto’s new book, 
The Copper Coins of Vermont and 
Those Bearing the Vermont Name 
(ANA Library Cat. No. BG50.C3), 
carries a rather long title because it 
tells something of the nature of 
those interesting copper coins often 
referred to as “Vermont cents.” The 
truth is, most of them were not 
authorized by — or even made in — 
Vermont, and they are not cents. 
Thus the groundwork is set for an 
explanation of just where these coins 
fit into the numismatic scene of 
colonial America. 

Vermont coppers, we learn from 
Tony Carlotto’s book, were first 
made when the Vermont Legislature 
granted Rubin Harmon Jr. of Rupert 
the right to strike coins in 1785. 
This initial franchise was bestowed 
for a period of two years. On Octo- 
ber 24, 1786, the coinage privilege 
was extended. Harmon’s first issues 
feature a “landscape” design on the 
obverse, and a starburst on the re- 
verse. This subsequently was changed 
to a bust that closely resembled the 
head of England’s George III on the 
obverse, and a seated figure of Lib- 
erty on the reverse. 

After the first two years of pro- 
duction within Vermont, the fran- 


chise was transferred to Captain 
Thomas Machin and his associates, 
located at the outlet of Orange Pond 
near Newburgh, New York. Addi- 
tional coins were made there, with 
or without authorization, all bearing 
the name Vermont and a design that 
could easily be mistaken for the 
English copper halfpence that circu- 
lated freely throughout the New 
England states. 

The story of how and why these 
coins were made has eluded many 
collectors because so little informa- 
tion has been made available. The ac- 
count given by Sylvester S. Crosby in 
his classic reference The Early Coins of 
America still stands as an excellent 
source of details, hut Carlotto’s untir- 
ing search for new facts has unearthed 
a wealth of fascinating anecdotal 
background material. 


In addition to telling the story of 
these highly collectable coins, the 
author has included a detailed study 
of die varieties, helpful attribution 
guides, rarity charts, and enlarged 
photos to show details rarely seen 
except on the actual coins. Each of 
the 40 different collectable varieties 
of Vermont coppers is discussed in 
detail, and in terms that can be un- 
derstood and appreciated by collec- 
tors of any and every degree of ex- 
pertise or interest. The high-quality 
photography also adds to the ease of 
following the text so any variety can 
be quickly identified and researched 
to determine die state, availability 
and value. 

This is a big book for such a 
highly focused subject. It has 232 
pages, with 283 photographs (mostly 
enlargements) and four additional

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plates of 78 photos. Unlike the ref- 
erences that preceded this coverage, 
it is much more than an attribution 
guide. This hook makes the story of 
these historic coppers come alive 
through descriptions of the people 
and places associated with them, 
'rhrough various chapters, you learn 
how Vermont coins were used, the 
history of the mint, the Thomas 
Machin connection, how unusual va- 
rieties came to he made, and how 
these coins are collected and appre- 
ciated today. 

I was pleased to see that this new 
hook has preserved the numbering 
system and emission sequence I de- 
veloped and included in my 1976 
hook on this subject. Collectors, my- 
self included, will not have to 
renumber envelopes or learn new 
numbers for this series. No new va-

Historical Context 

The historical sicjnificance 
of Susan B. Anthony’s portrait on 
the silver dollar lies in her contribu- 
tions to the women’s movement. 
The coin symbolizes the long and 
difficult struggle of American 
women to obtain equal rights, a 
struggle to which Susan B. Anthony 
dedicated her life. According to 
Lynn Sherr, television news corre- 
spondent, in her Anthony biography 
Failure Is Impossible'. 

Anthony . . . carefully, wittily, and 
sometimes painfully laid the ground- 
work for virtually every right we 
(have as women today. She] not only 
helped create the first women’s move- 
ment in this country, she led it, bril- 
liantly, for more than fifty years. In- 
deed, it was her tireless dedication 
to The Cause — the drive for the 
most crucial political right of all, 
the vote — and her astounding skill 
at organization that not only changed 
laws and attitudes, hut also helped 
introduce the entire realm of equal 
rights to a very reluctant nation. 

Anthony branded herself a “radi- 
cal egalitarian,” insisting that “no 
human being was superior to or in- 
ferior to any other.” This belief in 
the equality of all human beings un- 
derscored both her public and pri- 
vate life and served as the guiding 
force in all of her relationships and 
her work. She used this principle in 
deciding campaign strategies and 
dealing with confrontations. An- 
thony also used this “radical egalitar- 
ianism” to justify her status as a sin- 
gle woman: 

When I am crowned with all the 
rights, privileges, and immunities of 
a citizen, I may give some consider- 
ation to this social institution; but 


until then I must concentrate all of 
my energies on the enfranchisement 
of my own sex. 

Anthony began her career as a 
schoolteacher, and her democratic 
and progressive views on education 
again reflected her radical egalitari- 
anism. She also showed a strong 
commitment to public education. In 
an 1862 letter to longtime friend and 
fellow women’s rights pioneer Eliza- 
beth Cady Stanton, she wrote: 

Any and every private education is a 
l)lunder, it seems to me. 1 believe 
those persons stronger and nobler 
who have from childhood breasted 
the commonalty. If children have 
not the innate strength to resist evil, 
keeping them apart from what they 
must inevitably one day meet, only 
increases their incompetency. 

Keenly aware of the lack of edu- 
cational opportunities available to 
women, Anthony dedicated many 
years to the fight for coeducation. 
Says Sherr, “At a time when separate 
schools for female students were 
catching on, she remained a relent- 
less advocate of coeducation.” She 
delivered several speeches arguing 
for the sexes to be educated to- 
gether. In 1856 Anthony explained 
her belief that 

|l)|oth sexes eat, sleep, hate, love 
and desire alike. Everything which 
relates to the operations of the 
mind is common to both sexes. . . . 

If they are allowed to attend picnics 
together, and balls, and dancing 
schools, and the opera, it certainly 
will not injure them to use chalk at 
the same blackboard. 

She soon realized, however, that 
teaching did not leave her enough 
time to work for social reform. By 
1848 she had abandoned her career 
and plunged herself into a life dedi- 


cated to social reform. Although her 
chief concern centered on women’s 
rights, she also fought for temper- 
ance and the abolition of slavery. A 
few years before the Civil War, she 
offered her views on the institution: 

[Slavery] is the Legalized, System- 
atic robbery of the bodies and souls of 
nearly four millmis of men, women, 
and children. It is the Legalized 
t7'ajfic in God’s Image. . . . We de- 
mand the abolition of slavery be- 
cause the slave is a human being, 
and because man should not hold 
property in his fellowman. 

What bothered Anthony most 
about drinking was the abusive effect 
alcoholic husbands had on the lives 
of their wives and children. She be- 
lieved that her work in the temper- 
ance movement turned her into 
a feminist. 

She joined the Daughters of 
Temperance Society, and while trav- 
eling around the country to raise 
money for the temperance move- 
ment, she discovered that married 
women had no money to contribute 
to the cause. Even if they did hold 
a job, their husbands controlled 
the family finances. From this, An- 
thony realized that women’s rights 
went way beyond economic free- 
dom. In an 1895 interview for tbe 
New York Mail and Exp?'ess^ she told 
of her experiences: 

There were [hundreds of cases] in 
which designing men would marry 
innocent girls for their money, and 
almost as soon as the marriage vow 
was uttered, would waste their 
wives’ dowry in riotous living. If a 
man failed[,] his creditors attached 
his wife’s property, and frequently 
took away from her everything she 
had. . . . There were cases where 
women with lazy or dissipated hus- 
bands would try to work and support 
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themselves and their little ones 
and when it came around to the . . . 
pay day . . . the wretched husband 
would appear . . . and collect the 
proceeds of her toil and let her go 
home penniless. . . . And stranger 
still, the father had the right of cus- 
tody over the children at the ex- 
pense of the mother. These facts 
will illustrate a condition in which 
women had no rights and no privi- 
leges; where, in fact, they hardly 
had a soul to call their own. The 
thing struck me so forcibly that I 
determined to enter public life and 
battle for my sex. 

Anthony also embarked on a cam- 
paign to change the laws concerning 
ownership of property by women. 
First she arranged a series of re- 
gional conventions in New York. 
From there, she organized petition 


campaigns designed to change the 
property laws for married women in 
that state. She and her co-workers 
started a door-to-door campaign. 
Braving the vicious winter weather 
of upstate New York, they collected 
more than 6,000 signatures in a 10- 
week period. In 1860, after five years 
of petition drives, state canvasses 
and legislative hearings. New York 
passed a law allowing married 
women to own separate property, to 
carry on business in their own 
names, to enter into contracts, to sue 
and he sued, and to be the joint 
guardian of their children. 

In May 1860, Susan B, Anthony 
opened the Tenth National Wo- 
man’s Rights Convention in New 
York City with an invigorating 
speech that infused the movement 
with new energy and spirit; 


Inasmuch as man, in the progress of 
his development, found that at each 
advancing step new wants de- 
manded new rights ... it is his duty 
to stand aside and leave to woman 
the same rights. It is in the struggle 
to win their rights that women learn 
the depth of male resistance to 
woman’s emancipation. That resis- 
tance and the struggle itself often 
make it difficult to see and expose 
other levels of domination . . . win- 
ning a new right exposes other is- 
sues and clarifies the direction for 
the movement’s next struggle. 

Always witty and spunky in speak- 
ing out for the rights of married 
women, Anthony was challenged by 
renowned abolitionist Reverend 
A.D. Mayo of Rochester, New York. 
When Mayo accused her of being 
single and thus having no business

discussing married women’s rights, 
Anthony quipped, “Well, Mr. Mayo, 
you are not a slave, suppose you quit 
lecturing on slavery.” 

In January 1868, Anthony and 
Elizabeth Cady Stanton published a 
newspaper. The Revolution, champi- 
oning the cause of women’s rights. 
The newspaper became an instant 
success. Sherr describes how An- 
thony’s personality was well-suited 
for the task: 

[Anthony] possessed a reporter’s 
curiosity and a columnist’s convic- 
tions; a publisher’s vision and a 
publicist’s savvy; a sales manager’s 
drive and so much charisma as a 
celebrity that the mere mention of 
her name in the headlines sold pa- 
pers. . . . Acutely aware of the power 
of the printed word, she was a one- 
woman press phenomenon. 


In the 1872 presidential election, 
Anthony doggedly lobbied both par- 
ties to include “a plank in your plat- 
form that shall assert the duty of 
the National Government to protect 
women citizens in the exercise of 
their right to vote; & thereby make 
it possible for women possessed of 
true self-respect to advocate the 
claims of [your] party to the suf- 
frages of the people.” 

When both parties refused to ad- 
dress the suffrage issue, an infuriated 
Anthony took matters into her own 
hands. She, along with her three sis- 
ters, walked into a Rochester polling 
place and voted in the presidential 
election. Two weeks later, she was 
arrested at her home. Justice Ward 
Hunt presided over her trial in a 
New York court. The judge made a 
mockery of the entire trial, forbid- 


ding Anthony to testify in her own 
defense, denying the jury the oppor- 
tunity to retire and weigh the evi- 
dence, and instructing the all-male 
jury to return a guilty verdict. At the 
completion of the trial. Hunt im- 
posed a $100 fine and asked if she 
had anything to say to the court. In 
her lengthy response, she stated: 

Yes, your honor, I have many things 
to say; for in your ordered verdict of 
guilty you have trampled under foot 
every vital principle of our govern- 
ment. My natural rights, my civil 
rights, my political rights, my judi- 
cial rights, are all alike ignored. 
Robbed of the fundamental privi- 
lege of citizenship, I am degraded 
from the status of a citizen to that 
of a subject; and not only myself in- 
dividually but all of my sex are, by 
your honor’s verdict, doomed to 
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political subjection under this so- 
called republican form of govern- 
ment. . . . and I shall earnestly and 
persistently continue to urge all to 
the practical recognition of the old 
Revolutionary maxim, “Resistance 
to tyranny is obedience to God.” 

By 1882 Anthony’s movement had 
its own committee working in the 
Senate and in 1890 its own commit- 
tee room. As she happily remarked, 
“Oh, we are getting along, but it 
takes a long time to educate public 
opinion in a matter like this.” This 
was no exaggeration on her part. 
Her tireless devotion to the cause 
can be seen in a diary entry made at 
the age of 78: 

1 have delivered 75 to 100 speeches 
a year for forty-five years, not 
counting thirty years of addresses to 
Congress and the New York State 


Legislature. 1 s[)oke in churches, 
parlors, town halls, opera houses, 
and vaulted state capitols; in (k)l- 
orado 1 climbed atop a billiard table 
for one lecture and a dry goods box 
on the courthouse steps for another. 

1 addressed farmers in Kansas, stu- 
dents in New York, townfolk in 
Iowa, others in Missouri. 1 spoke 
against a background of crying ba- 
bies, raging thunderstorms and wel- 
coming applause. 

As the years passed, Anthony be- 
came a charismatic leader, earning 
for herself the nickname “Napoleon 
of woman’s rights.” Her total com- 
mitment to the women’s move- 
ment, her strong principle of “radi- 
cal egalitarianism,” and her personal 
strength and boundless energy moti- 
vated those with whom she came 
into contact. 


She helped women see themselves 
as individuals as well as understand 
their collective tie to the larger 
group of women. Susan B. Anthony 
served as the catalyst of this new 
identity. A reporter for the Cincin- 
nati Gazette summed up her impor- 
tance to the women’s movement 
shortly after the Chvil War: 

I'he paramount reason why Susan 
B. Anthony should he the Apostle 
of the Woman’s Rights cause is 
that she has never surrendered to 
man her independence, nor annihi- 
lated her personality by marriage, 
nor promised to honor and obey a 
male master. 

AJthough Anthony did not live to 
see the 19th Amendment, she never 
questioned that it would become a 
reality. At the 1906 meeting of the

Bass, a life 
member of the ANA for more than 
30 years, served as a councilor and 
president of the American Numis- 
matic Society (ANS) from 1978 to 
1984, introducing the Coinage of 
the Americas Conference and bring- 
ing the Society into the computer 
age.

die states of gold coins. 

Bass encouraged, promoted and 
participated in the exchange of in- 
formation between dealers and col- 
lectors, setting up a foundation for 
numismatic research, which included 
the Numismatic Indexes Project. He 
was awarded the ANA’s Medal of 
Merit in 1989. 

Considered one of the top re- 
searchers in American numismatics 
of this century, R.W. “Bob” Julian 
has greatly expanded the corpus of 
knowledge in American numismat- 
ics. Starting in the 1960s, Julian es- 
tablished himself as one of the most 
prolific authors in the field, writing 
countless articles for The Niimisvia- 
tist, Numismatic Scrapbook^ Coin 
Worlds Coins and other highly re- 


spected numismatic periodicals, and 
repeatedly receiving the ANA’s high- 
est literary honors. His work is based 
almost entirely upon original re- 
search in the National Archives and 
other primary sources. 

In addition to his achievements in 
the study of American coinage, Ju- 
lian also is a recognized authority in 
the fields of official United States 
medals and Russian numismatics. 
His books include Medals of the 
United States Mint, The First Century, 
1792-1892; F?'om Riis to Revolution: 
Russian Coins through a Thousand 
Years; Medals of the U.S. Assay Com- 
mission, 1860-1977; and Russian Sil- 
ver Coinage, 1 796- 1917. 

A collector since the age of 1 1, Ju- 
lian joined the ANA in 1958 when 


he was 19 years old and became a 
fellow of the American Numismatic 
Society in 1991.

Wiener Receives 
Medallic Art Award 

At its 107th Anniversary Convention 
in Portland, Oregon, the ANA con- 
ferred its 1998 Numismatic Art 
Award for Excellence in Medallic 
Sculpture on Gerta Ries Wiener, who 
was born in England a century ago. 

After coming to America in 1921, 
Wiener worked as a commercial and 
fine artist for a half century before 
she was commissioned by the Mag- 


nes Museum in Berkeley, California, 
to create her first medal. Issued in 
1971, when she was in her 70s, the 
piece honored United States Su- 
preme Court Justice Louis Brandeis. 
She went on to create 10 additional 
commemorative medals for the 
Magnes Museum. 

Wiener’s medallic portraits beau- 
tifully capture each individual’s per- 
sonality. Many of her pieces present 
sensitive portrayals of groups, rang- 
ing from the Emma Lazarus medal, 
which shows immigrants catching 
their first glimpse of the Statue of 
Liberty, to the Golda Meir medal, 
which pictures diverse ethnic groups 
living in Israel. She also rendered 
two noteworthy architectural de- 
signs — Carnegie Hall for the Isaac 
Stern medal and the United States 
Supreme Court on the Justice Ben- 
jamin Cardozo medal. 

Her medals have been displayed at 
several Congresses of the Federation 
Internationale de la Medaille (FIDEM), 


as well as the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, the San Erancisco Mint and the 
Newark Museum. Much of Wiener’s 
work is on permanent display at the 
Magnes Museum. 

In recognition of Wiener’s contri- 
butions to the world of medallic art, 
the ANA presented her an engraved, 
14kt-gold medal graciously donated 
by the Franklin Mint. Accepting the 
award on her behalf from Franklin 
Mint Vice President Charles Noland 
was Mel Wacks, curator of the Mag- 
nes Museum and a personal friend of 
Ms. Wiener, who is confined to a 
California care center following a 
severe stroke.

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DANIEL H. BROWN— LM 215 

Daniel Harvey Brown died in Sun 
City West, Arizona, on July 21. He 
was 85. 

Born in Denver, Colorado, he was 
a coin dealer for more than 50 years, 
establishing Dan Brown’s Rare Coins 
there in 1942. He was interested in 
all types of coins and every facet of 
the numismatic hobby. Following 
this pursuit, he traveled extensively, 
often with fellow hobbyists Aubrey 
and Adeline Bebee. 

Brown served as general chairman 
of the 1963 ANA Anniversary Con- 
vention and was a 1965 recipient of 


the Medal of Merit. A charter mem- 
ber of the Professional Numismatists 
Guild, he also served as its president. 
In 1980 he was named a Numismatic 
Ambassador by Numismatic News. 

Always encouraging to young nu- 
mismatists, he is remembered fondly 
by ANA Money Museum Curator 
Robert Hoge. “Dan was a generous 
and thoughtful man,” Hoge says. “He 
took me under his wing. My father 
used to leave me at Dan’s shop, and 
Dan let me roam around at will, en- 
couraging my interest in coins, link- 
ing me up with other hobbyists. 
Once, when I needed money, I tried 
to sell him some coins. He said, ‘You 
love these coins — keep them; I’ll just 
loan you the money.’ ” 

Brown is survived by his wife.

artists frequently borrowed from or 
copied ancient Greek and Roman 
sources. Perhaps Barber assumed that 
everyone would know the design was 
not really his. 

A Question of Metals 

Records of medals struck at the 
Philadelphia Mint show that only 
three bronze Detroit Museum of Art 
specimens were made. These may 
have been trial pieces. It seems likely 
that the dies then would have been 
sent to Detroit, where medals could 
be struck as needed by a local firm. 

It is not known at this time if the 
Museum ever commissioned the 
striking of gold and silver examples. 
The use of precious metals would 
have been cost prohibitive, which 
likely explains why the medals pre- 
sented to Mr. Stearns and Mr. 
Scripps were bronze. These two 
gentlemen, who donated the bulk of 
the Museum’s original art collec- 
tion, would certainly have been wor- 
thy of gold or silver medals had they 
been available. 

The Tradition Continues 

By the middle of the 1920s, the 
Museum’s collections were donated 
to the City of Detroit, which erected 
a new building to house the treas- 
ures. It was only fitting that the re- 
sulting Detroit Institute of Arts 
continue to use the original seal of the 
Museum, with its beautiful head of 
Athena/Minerva, patron of the arts.

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Grading Coronet Head Half Cents 


T he coronet head half 
cent, also known as the 
Braided Hair type, was 
minted from 1840 to 1857. It proved 
to be the final issue of half cents, as 
this denomination was abolished by 
the Act of February 21, 1857. The 
design for these coins was provided 
by Christian Gobrecht, the Mint’s 
chief engraver. They bear his “Petite 
Head” of Liberty, as seen on the 
cents of 1839-43, though its position 
in relation to the stars and the date 
anticipated the later “Mature Head” 
cents of 1843-57. 

Proofs alone were coined annually 
until 1849, when the Mint finally 
worked off its overstock of half cents 
of the previous type. Thereafter, half 
cents of the Coronet Head type 
were coined for circulation each year 
through 1857, except 1852, when 
only proofs were struck. My exami- 
nation of this series will focus specif- 
ically on these circulating issues 
dated 1849-51 and 1853-57, as the 
early-date proofs are quite rare and 
require advanced skills to grade. 

It’s fortunate that there remained 
little demand for half cents during 
the 1850s, as this left many unworn 
examples for collectors. Though 
their availability varies from date to 
date, most of the half cents from this 
period are frequently encountered in 
uncirculated, or mint-state (MS), 
condition. Most of these coins have 
toned to a lustrous brown, while 
others have acquired attractive ton- 
ing of iridescent blue and green. Still 
others have retained at least some of 
their original, mint-red color. Those 
displaying fully red color are quite 
scarce, and these specimens are lim- 
ited to just a few dates that survived 
from the hoards once available. 


The most commonly seen half 
cent of this type in fully red condi- 
tion is the 1855 issue. The following

figures from Numismatic Guaranty 
Corporation’s (NGC) July 1998 
Census Report reveal the relative 
rarities of MS RD (red) half cents, 
irrespective of assigned numerical 
grades: 1849 (0), 1850 (0), 1851 (13), 
1853 (0), 1854 (6), 1855 (67), 1856 (4) 
and 1857 (5). 

While fully red copper coins are 
indeed treasures, many collectors ac- 
tually prefer some mellowing of 
color. Glossy brown half cents or 
those featuring a blend of colors may 
be just as appealing, and they offer a 
more practical alternative. Perhaps 
the most important consideration 
when selecting coins for purchase is 
their overall surface quality. This in- 
cludes the elements of luster, strike 
and planchet quality. Copper spe- 
cialists, in particular, refer fre- 
quently to a coin’s planchet quality

as crucial to its desirability. 

Try to avoid coins whose planch- 
ets contain flaws such as lamina- 
tions, voids and visible impurities. 
The latter may appear as isolated, 
dark patches. They detract from a 
coin’s eye appeal and may, in some 
cases, lower its numerical grade. The 
same is true of so-called “carbon 
spots.” These tiny, black spots are 
probably the consequence of expo- 
sure to human saliva or some other 
contaminant, and they’re not en- 
tirely removable. 

Most half cents of this type were 
very well struck in the bust of Lib- 
erty, but frequently reveal weakness 
in the wreath and peripheral ele- 
ments, such as the stars, date and 
border denticles. In fact, a Coronet 
Head half cent with fully struck bor- 
ders is a rarity; even a few proofs 
lack this quality. Some of the more 
poorly struck dates include 1855-57. 
Given that these coins are relatively 
common in mint state, hold out for a 
sharply struck example. 

Collecting half cents of this type 
in the higher circulated grades also 
is quite popular, though most collec- 
tors are not interested in coins grad- 
ing less than Very Fine. The same 
advice about selecting specimens 
with good planchets and attractive 
surfaces applies to these circulated 
pieces. An additional criterion is to 
seek only coins with original color. 
Specimens that have been cleaned, 
even if they’ve subsequently re toned, 
are less desirable to knowledgeable 
collectors. Circulated Coronet Head 
half cents are rarely submitted to 
grading services because of their 
relatively low value; cleaned exam- 
ples usually are rejected for grading 
and encapsulation. •

Determining Metal Content 
of Coins and Medals 

A difficult task all authenticators must 
face is discerning the metal content of 
a coin or medal, a determination that 
often indicates if a specimen is rare, 
common, counterfeit or a pattern 
piece. In some cases, this decision can 
have financial repercussions. 

One method of determining metal 
content is chemical analysis, which 
often requires use of an acid solu- 


tion. However, because of the ANA 
Authentication Bureau’s (ANAAB) 
policy of non-destructive testing, 
use of chemicals or other methods 
that might impair a coin’s surface 
are not considered. 

A simple, non -destructive method 
for establishing a coin’s metal con- 
tent is to study its color. Since most 
pure metals have a distinctive color, 
visual inspection helps identify ele- 
ments such as gold, silver or copper. 
However, determining alloys such as 
brass or bronze by color alone can 
be extremely difficult. A coin’s mag- 
netic properties also provide clues to 
its metal content. For example, iron, 
steel and pure nickel are easily de- 
tected with a magnet. 

A more precise indicator of metal 
content is the specific gravity test. 
Metals have varying densities, that 


is, weight per given volume. A spe- 
cific gravity test compares a metal’s 
density to the density of an equal 
volume of a standard substance, usu- 
ally water. The resulting value is ref- 
erenced to a standard chart, which 
indicates specific gravities for partic- 
ular metals or alloys. For instance, a 
cubic inch of pure silver weighs 
10.55 times that of an equal volume 
of pure water. 

Some metals or alloys have spe- 
cific gravities that are very similar 
or identical to one another, such as 
copper (8.92), nickel (8.90), bronze 
(8.74 to 8.86) and brass (8.83), all 
of which frequently are used in 
the manufacture of coinage. If a 
coin is struck in a variety of such 
metals, accurate determination of 
its con-tent is especially difficult, as 
the color of the coin gives little

indication and the specific gravity 
test is inconclusive. 

An example is Canada’s 1859 
“narrow 9” cent. Most specimens 
are struck in bronze that is 95- 
percent copper, 4-percent tin and 
1 -percent zinc; however, a few rare 
examples were produced in brass 
composed of 8 5 -percent copper and 
15-percent zinc. The specific gravity 
of a bronze cent is 8.8, whereas that 
of a brass specimen is 8.7. 

Testing of one such specimen re- 
vealed a specific gravity of 8.7, 
which, though indicative of brass, 
was too close to that of bronze to be 
conclusive. The light color of the 
coin also suggested a brass composi- 
tion, but the toning on a bronze coin 
can be very similar. 

The next step was to perform a 
surface X-ray analysis of the coin 


using an electron microscope, a 
process that is in no way detrimental 
to the coin or its surfaces. (Techni- 
cally, this process is called “energy 
dispersive X-ray analysis” or “X-ray 
spectroscopy.”) An electron beam of 
constant strength is focused on a 
small portion of the specimen, pene- 
trating its surface to an approximate 
depth of one micron. The electrons 
in the beam impact those in the 
metal, causing electrons in lower-en- 
ergy orbits to be replaced by elec- 
trons from orbits of higher energy. 
This transfer of electrons releases 
energy, a byproduct of which is the 
emission of X-rays. 

Each element emits X-rays of 
a characteristic wavelength. The 
X-rays are difiFracted by a crystal and 
collected on a detector that proc- 
esses them into electrical energy. 


The amount of energy released by 
the element at each energy level is 
measured, and subsequently plotted 
and displayed on a cathode-ray tube 
or plotted on a graph. The larger the 
count or intensity, the larger the per- 
centage of that element in the sample. 

The results of the tests on the 
1859 Canadian cent indicated it 
was 85.19-percent copper and 14.81- 
percent zinc, d'he coin was indeed 
brass and was certified as such. 

Surface X-ray analysis also proves 
useful in counterfeit detection. The 
United States Mint maintains high 
standards of quality control for its 
alloyed coins; consequently, if a 
coin’s metal content varies too much 
from Mint tolerances, its authentic- 
ity should be questioned. 

Over the years, ANAAB has in- 
spected many cast counterfeits of

Although a 
cast counterfeit may have the same 
metal content as an authentic, struck 
specimen, the density of a genu- 
ine coin is greater because the strik- 
ing process places the metal under 
pressure, thus reducing its volume 
but maintaining the weight. In

effect, the density of the metal is 
increased by 1 to 2 percent. Cast 
counterfeits also contain minute air 
bubbles that can decrease density by 
1 to 3 percent. 

To compensate for these discrep- 
ancies in density, counterfeiters of- 
ten use different metals in preparing 
alloys for their cast copies. The ad- 
dition of a denser metal, such as 
gold, is readily detected through sur- 
face X-ray analysis. An example of 
this type of counterfeit — a cast 1796 
half dollar — was showcased in the 
October 1986 issue of The Numis- 
matist. The counterfeit specimen 
weighed 12.47g and had a specific 
gravity of 1 1 .4, while genuine coins 
weigh approximately 13.48g and 
have a specific gravity of 10.3. 

However, surface X-ray analysis 
has its drawbacks. Because of con- 


taminants on a coin’s surface, the re- 
sults of the analysis often indicate a 
multitude of trace elements, though 
such spurious readings generally in- 
fluence only “close calls.” 

In addition, the test may be inef- 
fective for specimens that have been 
plated, though some circulated pieces 
can be tested in areas of high relief 
where the plating has worn off. Plat- 
ing is relatively easy to spot through 
visual inspection. If a coin’s X-ray 
analysis differs greatly from the re- 
sults of its specific gravity test, 
chances are the piece has been plated. 

When in doubt about the authen- 
ticity of a coin, submit it for evalu- 
ation to ANAAB, 818 North Cas- 
cade Avenue, Colorado Springs, CO 
80903-3279.

1 793 Chain Cent Tops 
ANA*s Portland Sale 

The ana’s official 107th Anniver- 
sary Convention Sale was con- 
ducted by Heritage Numismatic 
Auctions on August 5-7 at the Ore- 
gon Convention Center in Portland. 
The four-session, 3,217-lot Signa- 
ture Sale brought a reported total of 
more than $12.3 million (including 
buyer’s fees). 

Lot 5851, a 1793 Chain AMERICA 
cent of the “Leaning R” variety 
(S[heldon]-3), graded MS-65 Brown 
by Numismatic Guaranty Corpora- 
tion (NGC), brought the top bid of 
$184,000. Six lots drew more than 
$100,000 apiece, including Lot 5852, 
a 1793 Wreath cent “with Vine and 
Bars” (S-9), graded MS-66 Brown by 
NGC, for $134,500. 

Among the pattern highlights in 
Session I were Lot 5001, a 1936 gold 
dollar (J[udd]-67) graded Proof-64 
by NGC, which brought $11,212; 
and Lot 5144, an 1872 Amazonian 
quarter eagle (J-1232) in aluminum, 
graded Proof-66 by Professional Coin 
Grading Service (PCGS), which sold 
for $12,650. Certified coins in Ses- 
sion II included Lot 6317, a 1796 
dime (John Reich-4) listed as NGC 
MS-66, $48,300; and Lot 6621, an

Plan Your Donation 
before Year's End 

The ANA Money Museum’s hold- 
ings are among the largest in the 
world, comprising the third-largest 
numismatic collection in the coun- 
try, after the cabinets of the Smith- 
sonian Institution and the American 
Numismatic Society (ANS).

National American Woman Suffrage 
Association — her last speech before 
the public — she put forth this inspir- 
ing prophecy: 

There have been others also just as

Social Impact 

Socially, Anthony’s por- 
trait on the silver dollar serves as 
more than a mere reminder of the 
American woman’s struggle for lib- 
erty and equality. It inspires future 
generations to continue the fight to 
secure liberty and human rights for 
all Americans. It teaches Americans 
that they must stand up against those 
individuals who, as part of the ma- 
jority, feel they have the right to 
control those in the minority. 

Through her courage, persistence 
and dedication, Susan B. Anthony 
provided an example of each Ameri- 
can citizen’s obligation to join in the 
struggle for human rights and free- 
dom. Anthony fought for social is- 
sues that bear as much relevance to- 
day as they did 100 years ago. Sherr 
reminds us that 

[Susan B. Anthony) dealt not only 
with the vote, but with most of the 
same issues confronting modern 
women — domestic violence, . . . the 
value of female friendship, the vic- 
timization of prostitutes, the battle 
for equal pay. 

Although the Susan B. Anthony 
coin never achieved the popularity 
its creators hoped for, it remains a 
symbol of bold aspirations and high 
ideals. Not everything in our society 
can be measured in terms of eco- 


nomic gain. The Anthony dollar 
demonstrated that a country can re- 
spond not only to economic influ- 
ences, but also to political, historical 
and social influences. The Susan B. 
Anthony coin celebrates the com- 
mitment to “liberty and justice for 
all” that has become the hallmark of 
our country. •
